KBNOSHA, Wis.,March 31.— (Special.) 


The entire city was shocked this morn- 
ing when tiic announcement was mad,e 
that Thomas Irving, one of the oldest 
and best known citizens, had committed 
suicide by shooting. It was not. believed 
at first, but it w;i> only too true. Mr. 
Irving was quite a wealthy man, having 
made his fortune by speculating in hay. 
In the city he owned a large amount of 
real estate. 


For along time Jlr'j. Irving had been 


in ill-health and she and her husband 
had just retunied from a trip to Cal- 
ifornia. Mr. Irving was despondent and 
down-hearted on account of her sick- 
ness, but to his friends did not show it 
to any extent, and he was around the 
city last night and went home in good 
spirits. 


He arose at the usual hour this morn- 


ing, 
went to the bam and did his chores. 


and nothing in his demeanor indicated 
that he intended to take his life. About 
S o'clock he went to his room, lay down 
on the floor, placed the muzzle of a gun 
loaded with buckshot against bis breast, 
and with a bed slat pushed the trigger 
and the whole charge of shot took effect 
in bis breast, many going into his heart. 
The report of the gun wa-s licard and a 
few minutes later Mr. Irving was found 
dead. 


He was a man 52 years of ago and had 


lived in Kcnosha most of his life, and 
was popular with all classes. He was a 
member of the Masonic and Odd Fel- 
low lodges and other secret societies. A 
wife and six children survive and they 
arc well provided for. 


DROYVXED IN" KEXOSHA RIVER.

less body of John Mohr. a well-known 
German resident of the city, was found 
iu the river yesterday morning by mem- 
bers of the" Kcnosha life-saving crew. 
Mohr had been employed at the Allen 
tannery and was reported missing- when 
the place closed last night Scn.ivh was 
made for him duriug the nipht and this 
morning the life-savers were asked to 
drag the river. The finding of the body 
has made his death a mystery. There 
was no reason why he should have com- 
mitted suicide, and men who wen: at 
work at the point where the body was 
found claim that it would have been im- 
possible for Mohr to have jumped into 
the river without their bavin;; fcvn him.

Otis cables the War department- a sum- 
mary of the result of the uevelopucnts

HOW TO GROW ASPARAGUS.

Asparagus is oae of those garden 


^vegetables which are always of inter- 
est botn to the private grower and th« 
market gardener. 
A brief statement 


of the-principal point? in its culture at 
this season, when many are planning 
for new plantings In spring, Is found 
appropriate by Vick's Mapa?!ne and Is 
presented as follows: Not many years 
since -tee preparation of a piece of 
ground for raising asparagus, what 
,wltu extra deep spading or trenching 
and filling the, ground with a great 
amount of manure and bones, was con- 
sidered a formidable undertaking, and 
consequently but small beds of the 
plant were cultivated, and tbe produce 
was considered as a luxury rather than 
a ctaple culinary vegetable. The mor» 
.rational and simpler treatment that 
Las since prevailed has caused the col-' 
tlvatlon ot this healthful vegetable to 
be greatly extended. Notwithstanding, 
but few private gardens of suburban 
residents and innumerably fewer of 
farm or country dwellers produce the 
crop, and the large markets demand a 
greater supply than they receive. 


The different varieties In cultivation 


under different names are all of the 
same speoies. tbe differences In charac- 
ter being the result of peculiar soil* 
and culture and of breeding and selec- 
tion.

through the season.- Good 1-year-old 
plants of one's own raising are, on the 
whole, the most desirable for planting 
out. *ut if one buys plants, and espe- 
cially if they have to be brought from 
a distance, experience bas shown that 
strong 2-year plants are more reliable 
than younger ones. 


A light soil will produce a crop ear- 


lier in the season than a heavy one, 
and the market grower should, if pos- 
sible, avail himself of this fact. How- 
ever, any good garden soil. If properly 
cultivated, will produce good aspara- 
gus. In the case of. a market gardener 
Intending to plant a considerable area 
he should select ground that has been 
under clean cultivation and that is free 
from weeds and weed seeds. In the 
fall preceding planting tbe land can be 
plowed deep and left in a rough state 
during -winter. Early in spring or as 
soon as the ground is in suitable condi- 
tion to work give a heavy dressing of 
old well roite.d stable manure and 
plow it iu. Harrow the surface until 
it is smooth and fine: then with a plow 
open furrows through the plot of 
ground about four feet apart. 
On 


sandy soils thj distance may be great- 
er and on heavy lands somewhat less. 
The furrows should be opened to a 
depth of at least nine, inches.' In tbo 
bottom of Tbe furrow"the plants nre to 
be set froin three to four feet apart. 


It is best to lake- some pains ID set- 


ting the plants, and the best culti- 
vators draw up a little mound of soil 
with tua liand and set the plant on it, 
spreading out the roois in ail direc- 
tions. 
Then draw on a little soil, • 


enough to hold the plant in place. Aft- 
erward .1 portion of tbe soil on each 
side of the row that was thrown out in 
making the furrow can be turned in by 
means.of a one horse plow frcm wblcli 
the moldboard has boon removed.
